HEAVY RAID ON LVOV 


Marshal Stalin’s Orders of the Day

Troops of the Fourth Ukrainian 
Front Jaunched an offensive and 
broke through powerful enemy 
fortifications on the sÁcamnean 4 
Isthmus, capturing Armysans 
and, oe advanced 20 kilo- 
metres, reached the Jshun German 
positions. 

Simultaneously, troops of the 
Jront, having forced the Sivash 
east of Armysansk, broke through 
the deeply staggered enemy de- 
fences in the lake district on the 
southern shore of the Sivash and, 
having pushed another 60 kilo- 
metres (374 miles) ahead in four 
days’ offensive fighting, occupied 
the most important _ railway 
junction of the Crimea—Zhankoi.

The Soviet communiqué, issued 
later. added that the Germans had 
been cleared from the Chungar 
Peninsula (this carries the railway 
fran.

The 
communiqué added that in the 
advance west of Kerch the Russians 
crossed the ‘‘ Turkish Wall” and 
took over 40 inhabited places, The 
Germans suffered heavy losses in 
man-power and equipment, it was 
claimed.

Demands Revision 


COMPLETELY rebuilt 
A system of education as a 

necessity for Eire if she is to 
take her place among the nations 
after the war, was advocated by the 
President of the Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation, Mr, Hugh 
O'Connor, in his _ presidential 
address at the annual congress in 
Killarney yesterday. Mr. O’Connor 
said that there would have to be a 
continuous and co-ordinated system 
of education that would enable a 
child to go all the way from 
the national school to the university. 
Under the present system there was 
no continuity. There would have 
to be more teachers at better salaries 
with proper training and degrees in 
education, and their classes ought 
not to exceed thirty pupils. 

Mr. O’Connor asked for special 
schools for mentally sub-normal 
children and others where physically 
sub-normal . youngsters could be 
treated and at the same time not 
miss any of their early education. 


SALARIES 


With reference to _ teachers’ 
salaries, Mr. O'Connor said that 
they were still far below the level 
they should have. Teachers were 
affected by the falling school attend- 
ance that had been brought on by 
the war, and the situation was now 
serious. The Compulsory’ Attend- 
ance Acts were not enforced by the 
authorities; any excuse being 


. O'Connor said that in 
Northern Ireland the Cabinet had 
refused to grant civil rights to 
teachers, and they were the only 
teachers in the British Gommon- 
wealth so treated. The organisation 
had made great efforts to have a 
anel system established, as in 
ire, but had failed. and their 
hopes of getting security of tenure 
had vanished.

Sligo Milk Suppliers’ 
Strike 


As a result of a demand for an 
increased price, which was refused 
by the County Manager, Mr. D. A. 

egarty, the milk suppliers to all 
county institutions in Sligo have 
ceased 10 supply. | 
At a meeting of the Sligo Mental 
Hospital Committee yesterday, the 
Manager, in a statement, said. that 
most of the tenders received for 
milk were at the maximum con- 
trolled retail price. He entered into 
negotiations with the suppliers, but 
they, apparently, organised, and on 
Saturday last he received notice 
that supplies would cease after 
Monday unless he agreed to pay at 
the rate of one penny less than the 
controlled price. He refused to 
agree, and deliveries ceased yester- 
day. Arrangements which he had 
made for alternative suppljes were 
operating satisfactorily. 

The Sligo local authorities pur- 
chased from 120 to 150 gallons of 
milk per day, and the County 
Manager had informed the suppliers 
that he would pay the ordinary 
wholesale price—that paid for 
deliveries to dairies in the town. 

The Manager said that he was not 
prepared to submit to a situation in 
which the suppliers would receive an 

r gallon, while 
farmers received from 1 hy 1/3.

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Emergency Kitchens , 
‘Last week.the British Mihister 
of Fuel and Power announced the 
suspension of exports of coal to 
neutral countries—presumably in- 


‘| cluding these tewnty-six counties. 
| Remarkably little notice has been 


taken by the Irish public at large 
of this disquieting announcement 
—perhaps, because the. holiday 
week-end followed hard upon it— 
and even now nobody appears to 
know what its precise effect upon 
the country’s life will be: Are we 
entitled to assume, for example, 
that the Dublin Gas Company’s | 
supplies of Coal are coming to an 
early end, so that the “on hours ” 
must he curtailed even more 
drastically in the near future? 
What will be the effect on the 
erailways, which, for all their 
intelligent experimentation with’ 
substitute fuels, still are mainly 
dependent upon imported coal, of 
however poor quality it may be? 
With reduced rail services, 
Dublin’s supply of turf will be 
even less in proportion to the 
demand than it has been hitherto. 
Less gas, less electricity, and 
less turf—such, as we see it, 
is the prospect that confronts 
the housewives of the capital 
city during the months to 
come. It is not a pleasant 
prospect. It means that, even if 
food is available™in. reasonable 
abundance, the means for cooking 
it will be inadequate; there will 
be more dependence upon tinned 
goods—which are comparatively 
expensive—and upon other com- 
modities that do not require 
cooking, such as bread, which is 
one of the commodities in which 
the national need demands 
economy. These years of war 
have been severe upon the poor, 
and it. seems that, unless the 
British ban is relaxed, the worst 
of their troubles have yet to 
come. 

It is with a view to the off- 


| emergency — not 


[in addition to’ the providing 


| setting of this threatened hardship 
that we appeal once again for the 
widespread establishment through- 
out the city of community kitchens. 
No other means is apparent 
whereby, in the absence of a 
sufficiency of fuel, the poor can 
be assured of a hot and nourishing 
meal every day, at a price which 
they can afford to pay. Common- 
sense recommended, so early as 
the first days of the war, that a 
chain of such kitchens should be 
created, catering not only for 
every quarter of the city of 
Dublin, but for the ‘arger pro- 
vincial towns as well. If that 
manifestly sane measure had been 
taken, thousands of tons of turf, 
not to mention millions of cubic 
feet of gas, would have been saved 
‘by now, and Heaven knows how 
many poor people who have 
suffered from malnutrition during 
the past four years would have 
been in better condition to face 
the rigours. of these times. The 
same quantity of fuel which at 
present goes to cook a dinner for 
three or four families would serve, 
in a properly organised community 
kitchen, to provide a hundred 
families with a meal. Not merely 
would fuel be saved, but the cost 
to the customers would be far 
lower; for it is an axiom that a 
thousand meals can be prepared 
in bulk for a fraction of the cost 
that woukl be needed for the 
same number of meals prepared 
separately. As we see it, the 
prevailing reluctance to establish 
community kitchens on an exten- 
sive scale is nothing short of 
inhumanity. People are hungry 
who could be well fed; families 
are spending shillings every day 
upon a meal which, if public 
kitchens existed, could be pro-' 
vided in exchange for pence. Even 
where a technical sufficiency of 
food can be obtained, the odds are 
that it is the wrong sort of food— 
or the right sort, inadequately 
cooked through shortage of fuel. 
Is it any wonder. that half the 
poorer citizens of Dublin show all 
the symptoms of dyspepsia in 
their general appearance and 
bearing ? 

Two or three years ago the 
Corporation of Dublin established 
large and elaborately equipped 
kitchens for use in ‘‘ emergency.”’ 
They have never been used, because 
a state of “ emergency ’’—in the 
Corporation’s, or Government’s, 
interpretation of the word—has 
not come into being. We would 
appeal for a more liberal inter- 
pretation. Surely the increasing 
hardships of the poor people 
constitute a conditien of genuine 
less genuine 
because those hardships are 
endured with commendably little 
complaint. The surprising fact 
is that a Corporation with a 
strongly Labour outlook. has not 
made its case to the Government 
for permission to put these 
splendid kitchens te practical use. 
It is even more surprising that 
‘a Government which seldom lets 
a day pass without appealing to 
the people at large for economy 
in the use of food and fuel has 
not. adopted 60 elementary a 
‘means for the effecting of sub- 
stantial economies in both. Those 
kitchens ought to be opened at 
once. Is there any reason "óga:

to the publishing trade. He: 
accused, in particular, the late 
Chancellor of. the Exchequer, Sir 
Kingsley Wood, whom he described 
as confident that books were of no 
importance. Sir Kingsley, accord- 
ing to Mr. Unwin, displayed bitter 
apathy to the publishing trade, 
and took the view that there were 
enough books in. the country 
already. This disinterested and, 
at. worst, hostile frame of mind 
was fairly general, and it opposed 
all efforts of the book trade to 
justify its belief that books are of 
paramount importance, war or no 


war. Since there was no clear-cut 


recognition of the vital necessity 
for the publication of literature, 
every Government official, says 
Mr. Unwin, would take the view 
that it was his especial duty. to 
impede their production. ‘It is 
curious* that this reactionary 
“wall” should. have faced the 
British book trade when one 
considers a recent news item which 
announces that the United States 
Office of War Information has 
opened in Melbourne an informa- 
tion library containing many 
thousands of documents calculated 
to stinfulate Australian interest in 
America and Americans. A similar 
library, it is stated, has been. 
opened in Sydney. It is clear that’ 
the Americans are not slow to 
realise the value of the propaga- 
tion through books of their ways 
of life, their beliefs and their 
ideals; it is unfortunate that a 
similar awareness of the worth of 
literature does not seem to be 
prevalent in Britain. At least, it 
is certain that Sir Ernest Barker, 
Chairman of the Books and 
Periodicals Commission, realises 
that the most far-reaching results 
may be achieved by the judicious 
circulation of the right kind of 
reading matter. He, is most 
anxious that a supply of books 
and periodicals should be prepared 
for transmission at some future 
date to the European countries now 
occupied by the Axis. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sir Thomas Moore, M.P., 
goes farther, and urges that the 
Government be pressed to make 
available the paper necessary to 
replace the books that have been 
destroyed on the Continent during 
the past few years. It is cheering 
to revert to Mr. Unwin’s bright 
assurance that the young people 
of England: now are buying more 
and better books.

+ Recently. I referred briefly to a 
new type of telephone patented by 
the Research Bureau. It is designed 
to meet an urgent social reduire- 
ment. Nearly rm á likes to 
have a telephone in the house, not 
so much for its utility (which is very 
dubious), but, for the social standing 
it implies. A telephone on display 
in your house means that you have 
at least some ‘ friend’ or ' friends’ 
that there is somebody in the 
world who thinks it worthwhile to 
communicate with you. It also 
suggests that ‘you must ‘keep in 
touch,” that, great business and 
gs EE undertakings would 
collapse unless your advice could 
be obtained: at a moment’s notice. 
With a telephone in your house you 
are ‘important.’ But a real tele- 
phone costs far too much and in any 
event would cause you endless 
annoyance. To remedy this stay 
tough affairs the Bureau has devised 
a selection of bogus telephones. They 
are entirely self-contained, powered 
by dry batteries and where talk can 
be. heard “coming from the instru- 
ment, this is done by a tiny photo- 
electric mechanism. Each instru- 
ment is fitted, of course, with a 
bogus wire which may be embedded 
in the wainscotting. The cheapest 
model is simply a dud instrument. 
Nothing happens if you pick up the 
receiver and this model can only be 
used ua if you are certain that 
none of the visitors to your house 
will say “ Do you min 
your phone?’’ The next model has 
this same draw-back but it has 
the advantage that at a given 
hour every night it begins 
to ring. Buzz-buzz, buzz-buzz.. You 
must be quick to get it before an 
obliging visitor ‘helps’ you. You 
pick up the receiver and say 
“Who? The Taoiseach? Qh, very 
well, Put him on.” The ‘conver- 
sation’ that follows is up to your- 
self. The more expensive instru- 
ments ring and áil and they are

designed on the basis that a visitor | 


will answer. In one model a voice 
‘says “ Is that the Hammond Lane 
Foundry?’’ Your visitor will say 
no automatically and the instru- 
ment wili immediately ring off. In 
another model an urgent. female 
voice says '“ New York calling So- 
and-So’’—mentioning your own 
name—‘‘Is So-and-So there?” and 
keeps mechanically repeating this 
formula after the heartless manner 
of telephone girls. You spring to 
the instrument as quickly as pos- 
sible and close the deal for the 
purchase of a half share in General 
Motors. These latter instruments 
are a bit risky, as few householders 
can be relied upon to avoid fan- 
tastically exaggerated conversations, 
The safest’ of the lot is Model 2B, 
which gives am engaged tone no 
matter what number is dialled by 
the innocent visitor. This is dead 
safe. ! 

Some people may think it a snag 
that, one's name won't be in the 
telephone book. In a way that is 
nonsense because there is nothing 
so refined as having a telephone 
and not being in the book. In any 
case, if you have the Bureau’s 
model that always gives the engaged 
tone, it might be possible for you to 
induce the Post Office to insert your 
name in the book, putting opposite 
it the telephone’ number oY the 
Department of Supplies. P.S. might 
arrange it in exchange for a couple 
of old books.

Town of Babel - 


Ruthenia is a remarkable _ little 
country. Its total population 1s 
about half a million, composed 
mainly of people of Ukrainian stock 
—and toughish lads and lasses they 
are to be sure—with a generous 
admixture of Jews, who, when I was 
there, not only had what amounted 
to a monopoly of the business in 
the towns and villages, but also pro- 
vided some of the best and most 
hard-working farmers in the cauntry. 
Many of the Jews hereabouts also 
are wretchedly poor. The capital 
of Ruthenia is Uzhorod (city of the 
River Uz), which is one of the most 
fascinating places in Europe. It 
has a population of 37,000, roughly 
the size of Limerick; yet, when I 
was there it published no fewer than 
eighteen daily newspapers, few of 
which had any circulation to speak 
of outside the borough boundary, 
and one of which had no circulation 
at all in the accepted sense of the 
term, being subsidised by the Hun- 
garian Government, and distributed 
free. I ought to have mentioned, to 
begin with, that Ruthenia had been 
under Magyar rule íor several 
hundred years, until it became part 
of the Czechoslovak Republic in 1918. 
After the outbreak of the present 
war it reverted to Hungary under 
the so-called ‘‘ Vienna Award,”

No Salt 


What things are like now I 
cannot imagine; but seven years ago 
twelve different languages were 
spoken in Uzhorod.

TURF PRODUCTION 
CONFERENCE 


The whole problem of producing 
turf for industrial uses was fully dis- 
cussed at a meeting convened In 
Dublin yesterday by a sub-committee 
of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce 
specially appointed by the Counc 
of that body to investigate the 
matter.

speakers! -Uzhorod is, or was, 
relatively well off; but most of the 
province is indescribably poor. The 
only thing that ia plentiful is timber, 
in which a brisk trade is done; and 
there is a certain amount of in- 
different farming. But most of the 
peasants are poverty-stricken to a 
degree that is wholly unknown in 
this country, or, so far as J] am 
aware, in any other part of Europe. 
In some places the people have not 
even salt. Such bread as they can 
procure is made of a kind of bran, 
mixed on occasion with ‘sawdust. 
They live in the most appalling 
hovels, and large numbers of them 
are steeped in tuberculosis, syphillis 
and chronic alcoholism. How they 
can afford to get the drink is a 
puzzle; but they do get it—a 
dreadful kind of crude alcohol, which 
has the most appalling effects, 


Rafts on the Danube 


War or no war, the inhabitants of 
certain parts of Ruthenia seemed to 
me to be doomed to early extinction. 
They were described in Uzhorod as 
“the forgotten folk,” although it 
must be admitted that the Czecho- 
slovak Government was doing its 
best to help them to keep alive. If 
and when the tide of war sweeps 
over them it hardly can leave them 
in a sorrier plight than that in which 
I found them in the summer of 1937. 
But it must not be assumed that all 
Sub-Carpathian Ruthenia is as bad 
as all that. The region to which I 
have been referring is round abont 
Volovec, which you will find on most 
of the maps, and is very sparsely 
populated. The valley of the Tisa, 
known in German as the Theiss. on 
the other hand, is quite prosperous, 
deriving quite a substantial income 
from the export of timber, which is 
floated down the swiftly-flowing river 
in the form of huge rafts to the 
lordly Danube. During the harvest- 
ing season subétantial numbers of 
labourers migrate to Hungary, 
whence they bring back their savings 
often in the shape of bags of flour and 
other eatables, as wellkas textiles of 
of sorts. And that reminds me that 
in the Jasina region the men wear 


Sleeveless jackets of gaily-worked 


sheepskin, which givé them, a 
picturesque appearance. Seeing 
that, on the whole, they get so little 
to eat, they are an astonishingly 
vigorous people, who in this part 
of the province compare favourably 
in physique with the best type of 
Irish peasant. 


Priests May Marry 


Most of the Ruthenians profess 
the Greek Catholic, or Uniate, faith. 
There is a fine cathedral at 
Uzhorod; and when I was there the 
Greek Catholic bishop vas the most 
powerful individual in the country. 
There also is a number of Roman 
Catholics and Lutheran. Protestants ; 
but next to the Greek Catholics, [ 
should say that the strongest sect 
was the Jews. The difference ke- 
tween Greek and Roman Catholicism 
must be left to the theologians to 
explain. So far as 1 could discover 
the doctrinal. differences are almost 
negligible; but in the Greek Catholic 
Church the priests are allowed to 
marry, provided that they do so 
before they take their major orders. 
The result is that most of the Greek 
Catholic priests get married at a 


very early age.
